Feb. 2:t.—T he introduc­ 
tion of troops into the street, car strik e 
brought about the most desperate riot 
so iar and they were saved from a 
savage ham m ering only by the cour­ 
age of a German cavalry officer, who 
commanded a squad of ten mount* 2 
policemen.
